The Prince is a warehouse zine published every three weeks by Jim Meinel , 
628 Whitworth Lane So. Renton, Washington 98055. It is devoted to primarily 
the play of postal Diplomacy games with other bits of stuff occasionally thrown 
in. Game fees are $5.00 and subs are available for 25£/1ssue, 10 for $2.50 or 
any multiple of that. Games are usually non-DIAS, non-black press games with " 
three week deadlines and prophetic play (but see game opening below). 

Yes, I have a third game I am trying to fill but it's coming along slowly so 
in order to speed things up it will be a STRAIGHT DIP game - no prophetic play for 
this one, standard retreats and adjustments handling. All other characteristics 
are the same. And for you houserules buffs out there, dislodged units of a country 
that NMR'd will not be disbanded. I have three players so far for this game so 
I need four more. No prefemce lists, so five bucks gets you in.
